The  state- 
ments *^ere  considered  to  ViJue  due  to  the  length  of  time  Involved  since 
the  Incident,  11  February  13U9,  and  the  lack  of  education,  and  intelligence 
of  the  ODservers;  ther-»fore,  the  inve3tlc:atlng  officer  interrogated  each 
observer  thoroughly.  The  results  of  each  interrogation  Is  covered  on 
the  Gtiide  to  Inv33ti.;atlv0n  for  each  oarty. 


u.  All  leads  '.nco vered  were  traced  ’.lith  negative  results.  The  bus 
iriver,  v/ho  also  obu**rved  the  phenomena,  co’ild  not  be  located.  The  buses 
used  In  Corner  Brook,  Hewfoundland,  are  private  cars,  individually  owned 
and  do  not  operate  on  a set  route  or  schedule. 


i.  Both  observers  were  v»zy  inarticulate,  and  cannot  read  or  write, 
exceot  for  signing  their  names;  however,  each  observer  appears  to  be  a*n 
average  Newfoundlander  - a hardy,  trustworthy  type  of  individual,  tending 
to  00  more  on  the  conservative  side  when  stating  facts;  that  is,  it  has 
been  this  Officer's  experience  that  a Newfoundlander  of  the  types  inter- 
rogated is  straight  forward,  truthful  and  does  not  tend  to  ec^aggerate  as 
siuch  as  some  more  literate  and  intelligent  peoples.
